This foundational principle is reinforced by the 
Federal Judiciary Act and the All Writs Act, 28 U.S. Code § 1651, which empower 
courts to issue necessary or appropriate writs in aid of their respective jurisdictions. 
Additionally, the precedent set by Marbury v. Madison underscores the imperative that _ 
courts must ensure the enforcement of legal rights, emphasizing that "the very essence 
of civil liberty certainly consists in the right of every individual to claim the protection of 
the laws whenever he receives an injury." 


In light of these legal standards and the potential adverse impact of further delays, | 
respectfully urge the court to expedite the ruling on the pending motion. The timely 

resolution of this matter is crucial to uphold the integrity of our judicial process and 

ensure that justice is both served and perceived to be served.
